Washington, Juue 9, — The 
department ef agriculture to- 
day fureeasts a total production 
ef 661,000,000 bushels of spring 
and winter wheat thig year 
compared with last year's 873,- 
000,000 bushels and the ten year 
average of 837,000,000 bushels, 

The May 15 farm price for all 
wheat was placed at 149 1 sents, 
compared with 968 cents last 
yeur, 

Condition of winter wheat 
was 66.4 per cnt- on June 1, for- 
casting a production ef 407,000,- 
000 bushels from the acreage ot 
32,831,000 as compared with the 
590,000,000 bushels produeed 
lust year from an acreage near- 
ly 11 per cent. larger. This in- 
dicates u yield per acre of 12.4 
bushels compared with 16,2 bur, 
last year, aud the five-year av- 
erage of 14.7. 

‘he condition on May 1 was 
77 per cent, and the ten-year 
averege for June 1 is 79.7, 

Condition of spring wheat 
June 1 was 87.1 per cent,, «6

The crop was placed at 21,181 ,-

A. Robb, acting 
minister of finance, anngunced that he 
had given his consent to the purchase 
of the Union Bank of Canada by the 
Royal Bank of Canada. Before the 
agreement can finally be approved by 
the governor-in-council, it requires 
ratification by the shareholders of both 
banks, as provided by the Bank Act. 


Shareholders of the Union Bank are 
to receive one share of Royal Bank: 
stock for each two shares of Union 
Bank stock. 

Inasmuch as the head office of the 
Union Bank is in Winnipeg, as it 


has more branches in the middle 
west than any other bank, the acting 
minister of finance stated he was glad 
to be able to announce that the Royal 
Bank of Canada has given assurance 
that in future its executive offices in 
Winnipeg will be made much more im- 
portant than in the past.

Southern Alberta is to have an- 
other addition to its growing list of 
titled ranchers, according to report. 
The Duc de Nemours, a descendant
